Murmurs reach me from Peking that a move- 
ment. is on foot: but facts are wary. 1 am 
assured that the Germans are literally grovell- 
ing to Russia, and anxious abave all-‘things to 
sec the Liautung Triple alliance perpetuated, 
with the thwarting of British interests as the 
objective. But I do not anticipate anything 
coming of it, for two reasons. First, Japan has 
to be reckoned with, and her position with 
China seems pretty ‘firmly -established now.: 
Secondlys Germany has Imperial considera- 
tions which are calculated to far outweigh any 
schemes of petty aggrandisement out here, Her 
interests in Europe and Samao are far larger 
than they willever be in Shantung, and it is 
‘highly improbable that any combination of this 
kind would be approved by the Kaiser, It pleases 
Germans, apparently, in this port, to regard. 
us in the light of undeveloped enemies,- 


and they ‘seem to lose, no opportunity of | 


expressing such benign neighbourly’ sen> 
timents, as the wish. that we may get, 
theartily licked by the Koers, etc ; but this is p 
sumably mierély a little cousinly pleasaniry, 
The Chinese however, appear to be hatching 
some plans either for offence or defence, ‘It Is 
wnpossible to say which. The purport of the 
frequent consultations between fondly and his 
gencyals and the Empress Dowager has been 
kept remarkably secret, and no one has been 
able to obtain a clue to, their meaning. . The 
only things which’ offer any indication of the 
situation ‘are the patched up fnendship of 
Prince Ching and engl, who have buried 
their bitter enmity4tor some common cause} 
and:the great courtesy extended to the Japanese 
on all sides, : :

to carry things with a higher hand in Poking 
now, For.one thing he will be relieved of the 
adsinistration of such weathered diplomats os 
von Heyking, and punctillious doyens as 
Denbey, which will ease the social strain not a 
little, 1 think. Then .too, let us hope that he 
really returns in better health, not nominally 
so. There is no indiéation that any thing like 
a welcome isto be accorded ‘him here, which

. NEW BATTLESHIP LAUNCHED AT CHATHAM, 


\MRS, CHAMBERLAIN CHRISTENS THE BIG 
VESSEL AND STARTS IT ON ITS 
ADVENTUROUS CAREER. 


“The tvunch of the great new battleship 
the’ Venerable at Chatham was one of 
the casiest—sweetest, the bluejackets called it 
—the men at the dockyard have seen. Not 
merely without a bitch, but without the-least 
bit-of fuss or Worry the huge hull, $,200 tons in 


weight, glided down into the water like a live 


and sentient thing. 

The Veneradle is of the barbette first class, 
and will when finished be onc of the biggest 
vessels we possess, When Jaunchedshe wasonly 
a baby, a third of her proper weight, Full-grown 
she will displace 15,000 tons, She is to steam 
at 18 knots an hour, and will carry 2,040 tons 
of coal. Mer crew, exclusive of admiral and

In armament she will have four t2in. breech- 
loading wire guns, 12 Gin. quicksfiring ; 16 12+ 
pounders, r2cwt. quick-firing, two 12-pounders, 
Bewt, quick-firing, six 3-pounder Hotchkiss, 
cight, 45 Maxims, torpedo tubes (submerged) 
four ; number of torpedocs—1q 18in, five rgin.
